• An. Improved plan for scoring golf 
has boon suggested. This applies to 
tho large tournaments, more especial- 
ly the open affairs, which usually last 
for three or four days. 


For Instance, It has been proved 


impracticable to run off tourney en- 
tirely at Match play, for the reason 
that, with a large' field, too much 
time would bo required. What Is the 
result? The average tourney begins 
with an eighteen or' thirty-six hole 
modal 
play, 
qualifying 
round, and 


then nil arc not satisfied. 


The reason for this Is that a play- 


er getting one or two bad holes may 
be kept out of tho 
first 
sixteen, 


where he really belongs. In the ab- 
sence of a "better substitute the choice 
scons system might be attempted. It 
has been tried In a half-hearted sort 
of manner In England, but has as 
yet to 'be given a through test/ In this 
country. The choice score is simply 
this: 
That at the end of two rounds 


each competitor selects 
the 
hest 
score for each hole. In other words. 
If he-should make the first hole In 
five one round and in three tho next 
his choice score for that hole would 
be three.

The course 
embodies Instruction Inovery branch 
of modern farming, nr.d Is held this 
year lor the first time. 
There is- 


little doubt that It will prove invalu- 
able to the farmers of tho state, es- 
pecially when taken In conjunction 
with the work of tho Wisconsin Ag- 
ricultural Aasociation. . 


For example, the work yesterday 


was on corn breeding1. After, the lec- 
ture, the farmers who are members 
of the experiment association, which 
entitles them to. a shdra In the free 
seed distribution', passed on Into the 
corn-testing room.- This room, which 
Is fitted with apparatus for the test- 
Ing and chemical analysis of corn, 
Is lined with shelves, filled with ears 
of tho best varitles of corn grown in 
tho adjacent states. Here. Professor 
Mooro of the short course depart- 
ment, discussed with each farmer the 
location, climate and soil 
of 
his 


farm, and then, gave him' ten cars 
of the seemingly best adapted vari- 
ety. • Accompanying each gift of seed 
corn was a typewritten sheet or direc- 
tions for planting and cultivation, and 
another sheet to be flllled In with data 
as to the progress of the plant, the 
maturity of the corn and tho final 
crop. In tho fall these statistics are 
to be sent to Professor Moore, the 
secretary of tho experiment' nssocliv 
tlon, and tho result published and 
discussed nt the annual meeting In 
February. No less than four hundred 
members of the association will carry 
on the experiments In corn this year. 
tho object .being to establish choice 
varieties, and get them acclimated, to 
various portions of the state. 


The experiment association having 


a membership of over eight hundred, 
has made in the three years'of its 
existence, extensive experiments with 
alfalfa, soyf bc/ans. oats, rape and 
other forage plants, but as yet very 
little has been done 
with 
corn. 


From the work In other states how- 
over, there Is reason to bellevo that 
an Increase of from ten to fifteen 
bushels per acre can be made, over 
and above what is now being raised 
In the state.

Marcus A. llnnn a. was ono. of the 


few men In this country who. having 
achieved distinguished success 
in 


business, have gained canal success 
in 
politics, 
says 
the Wall Street 


Journal. 
Prom the ranks of lrad£ 


have Indeed developed some of our 
strongest political 
.bosses, but Jlr. 


Hnnna was far more than a boss. Ho 
was a political leader, if 
not 
the 


highest class, certainly standing near 
the top. 
He managed 
two 
great 


.presidential campaigns, and was the 
distributor. of the largest sums ever 
raided for campaign . purpajjs, anU- 
in a.measure he represented what Is 
called commercialism In politics, yet 
lie stood for what was highest and 
best In cornerclnl politics. . There 
was'riot tho slightest suspicion of cor- 
ruption attaching to him. Not even 
lilt* bitterest enemies charged ".Um 
•with-having engagc'd In politics for 
personal, pecuniary gain. Not a dol- 
lar of the vast sums of money which 
passed through his hands'was diverg- 
ed to his own pockets. Ho never used 
his power as a . political leader to 
secure contracts! and; 
government 


business for the various Interests In 
which he was engaged. 


Moveover, politics, to him meant 


something more thn the mere pulling 
of wires, the filling of offices 
and 


the control of primaries and conven- 
tions. Politics meant to him certain 
Ideals to be attained 
and 
certain 


great principles to be 
established. 


Therefore. Senator Hanna, although 
ho occupied In Ohio much tho same 
position Senator Platt does in Now 
York and Senator Quay in Pennsylva- 
nia, stood bead and shoulders above 
these men/ because he was not con- 
tent to play merely the rolo of boss, 
but sought also to make himself a 
leader in the policies of government 
as well as the control of parties.

A. capitalist himself, lie was 


ono»of the best friends of organized 
labor In this- country, flo gavo free- 
ly of his time and .moans to the af- 
fairs of the National Civic Federation 
which has ' ciideavdrcd to substitute 
conciliation for .strikes, and to bring 
capital and labor together on terms 
of mutual respect 'and confidence. So 
far did he go In' this movement that 
at the time of the anthracite coal 
strike his attitude in.that controversy 
was such as to draw upon him the 
•levere criticism-and denunciation of 


are coal operators, who 'regarded his 
efforts to establish industrial peace 
as an unwarranted Interference with 
their private business. Nothing else 
that Senator Hanna ever did, more 
entitled him to regard of his fellow 
men than his labors to bring to an 
end the eternal 
conflict 
between 


capital and labor. It Is not too much 
to say that altogether Senator Hanna 
has been caricatured and denounced 
by his political opponents as 
• the 


friend and deftfcdcr of trusts and 
monopolies, of a high tariff and sub- 
sidies, his death will be universally 
mourned throughout the ranlts of la- 
bor the country over. 


The death of Senator Hanna has a

Evidence Not Sufficient 
The Judge held that while the sta- 


tute holds that In-the prosecution of 
a case coming under It. the fact that 
a man hns not been In business six 
months shall bo prlma facie evidence, 
that rule would not apply under the 
ordinance. 
Vet, all that the prosecu- 


tion- In this Instance had attempted 
to show was that the defendant had 
not been hero six months. 


Burden of Proof

Ordinary 


rules of evidence were therefore ap- 
plicable. The burden of proof rested 
on the prosecution.
